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Florida Farming In Figures 
Total Is Largest On Record For The Past Season 


E LORIDA FIELD CROPS were planted 
on 1,187,700 acres last year. In 
1950 the acreage planted was 1,231, 
000—a difference on the plus side of 
43,300 acres. 

This statement is from the annual 
report of the USDA, released in Wash 
ington in mid-February. Regarding 
the field crop figures, USDA said: Al 
though the total acreage planted in 
field crops in 1951 showed a 4 per cent 
drop from 1950, considerable shifting 
of acreage of individual crops took 
place as farmers sought to comply with 
production goals. Additional acres 
were planted in cotton, oats, tobacco 
and soybeans; however, expansion of 
these crops was more than offset by 
smaller crops of corn ,lupine, sweet po 
tatoes, Irish potatoes and velvet beans 
Value of field crops harvested this year 
is estimated at $67,000,000 compared 
with $56,000,000 last year and $52, 
000,000 in 1949 

Record In Citrus 

Paced by a record citrus crop of 
105,000,000 boxes, the production of 
all fruits and nuts climbed from 3.9 
million tons in 1949-50 to over 4.6 
million tons during the past season 
(1950-51). 

Value of all fruits and nuts harvest 
ed, however, amounted to only $181, 
000,000, or 11 per cent less than the 
preceding season. 

Planting of citrus and tung nuts 
continues increasing the acreage of all 
fruits and nuts in the state from 542,- 


500 acres to 556,300 acres Bearing

The 
lighter the soil, the heavier the fertiliz- 
ation. Apply fertilizer in bands three 
inches from plants on each side of row 
and about two inches below crowns of 
plants.

Why Fresh Fruit Market Fails 


Poor Quality Prime Cause, Not Oversupply, Says Scientist

R' PORTS received from various agen 
cies make it clear that the present 
decline in the fresh fruit market is not 
due entirely to oversupply but to a 
large extent to the poor quality of the 
citrus fruits offered for sale. The 
questions arise as to what the reasons 
are for the lower quality of the fruit 
and what can be done to improve the 
situation? 


It is not necessary this year to go to 
Northern markets to realize that much 
of the fruit shipped was in poor shape. 
The high amount of decay and rind 
breakdown brought the matter forc- 
ibly to the attention of all parties con- 
nected with the ‘industry. Many of 
these troubles which ordinarily do not 
show up until the fruit is on the mar- 
ket have appeared in the packing hous- 
es before shipment. Stem-end rot has 
frequently occurred in considerable 
amount on fruit at the end of the 
ethylene coloring operation. This is 
an unusual condition and although the 
decayed fruits are eliminated, it al- 
most certainly indicates that much of 
that shipped will go down rapidly 
with stem-end rot.

Tear-Stain 

Another trouble has been tear-stain 
anthracnose on grapefruit. Samples 
showing high percentages of this were 
received from several packing houses 
following a severe rainy period the first 
part of October. Careful inspection in 
the groves failed to reveal it on fruit 
in the groves and showed that the wet 
condition of the fruit combined with a 
long coloring treatment 
sible. 

Under conditions like this when de- 
cay and other troubles develop rapidly, 
there is a tendency of packing house 
operators to put the blame on produc- 
tion.

the northern part. Farmers in these areas use other 
kinds of power, too, but where electricity is avail 
able it is being used more and more as a source of 
pow er 

Down in South Florida in Hardee County, as else 
where in the area, irrigation is being used extensively 
in citrus groves and in vegetable production. Ac 
cording to E. H. Vance, county agent, there was 
practically no irrigation in Hardee County when he 
came there eight years ago, and it has expanded 
tremendously in the past two years. 

He went on to say that many grove owners still 
take chances with the weather and use no irrigation, 
but truck crop growers realize they've got to irr 
gate if they stay in the business. 

‘It seems to me,” County Agent Vance contin 
ued, “that where electricity is available it would be 
the most satisfactory source of power for irrigation.” 

The Peace River Valley Electric Cooperative with 
headquarters at Wauchula has done a remarkably 
fine job of bringing electric lights and power to 
some 2300 farmers in Hardee, Manatee, Polk, and 
DeSoto counties.

What is the cause? 


Several factors enter into the cause. Probably 
foremost is the heavy Florida production this year— 
new record highs for oranges and grapefruit. Early 
and mid-season oranges are estimated at 42 million 
boxes which compares with 36.8 million last year. 
Valencia oranges are estimated at 1 million boxes 
more than last year.” In addition, there were liberal 
inventories of single strength juices and frozen con- 
centrated orange juice at the beginning of this 
season. 

Many canners sustained heavy losses from last 
season’s pack and have been reluctant to pack much 
more than they could sell. Another factor that has 
contributed to our low market has been the poor 
carrying quality of our oranges. Considerable decay

At our meeting on February 6 we appropriated 
$100,000 for a television show in an effort to 
bolster fresh citrus prices. As you know, however, 
an advertising program cannot sustain satisfactory

Advertising is a long time educa 
tional program and not designed to correct or 
straighten out the fluctuations in the market on a 
short time basis, Our television show, radio, news 
paper and magazine advertising will certainly be 
helpful but it can’t do the whole job 

We have 31 marchandising men constantly pro 
moting the sale of Florida citrus; they are staging 
demonstrations, obtaining tie-in advertising and 
working in other ways to increase consumption ot 
our products. We could very effectively use more 
funds for advertising and merchandising 

This is not the first time the Florida citrus indus- 
try has experienced low prices. We have been 
through many such periods but we have always 
emerged to enjoy very satisfactory market prices 
and market much larger crops at profitable prices. 
I am confident we will work our way out of the 
present market situation. 
Our Florida production of oranges and grapefruit this 1951 
52 season is estimated to be almost 28 million boxes more than 


we produced only 2 years ago—-1949-50

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION 


The Florida Citrus industry is at the lowest 
ebb in many years. Some growers can’t sell 
their fruit, others have been offered prices 
lower than production costs. Not since the 
1930's have growers had the wolf so near their 
door, and never in the history of Florida has 
citrus prices been so low at a time when other 
commodities including labor are skyhigh. 

Wholesalers in February stated that sales 
are as much as 60 percent below normal, with 
one-and-a-half cars moving compared with 
three to four per week in the past. 

Canada dealers were able to buy the best 
Florida brands at giveaway prices. 

We have asked several people of the citrus 
industry for their opinions as to what has 
caused the present chaotic condition. These 
opinions are as presented to us and do not 
necessarily reflect the views of the Florida 
Grower Magazine.

A Solution: 

We propose the movement of tree ripened grove 
run fruit, by truck according to section 109'% of 
the Florida Citrus Code and all provisions of the 
Federal Marketing Agreement and the pure food 
laws of the United States. This will open new mar- 
kets in thousands of communities throughout the 
South, and west of the Mississippi River, by bring- 
ing our fresh citrus fruit to more millions of con- 
sumers who do not have an opportunity to purchase 
citrus at a price which they can afford to pay. 

This action will save the consumer money and 
give the grower a fair return for the product which 
he grows.

What is the cause? 

One of the causes of the present condition of the 
citrus industry might very well be that some people 
in the industry are trying to sell just citrus, not 
good citrus; just single-strength juice, not good 
single strength juice; just frozen concentrate, not 
good frozen concentrate. 

The firms which make a quality product and ad 
vertise it on a brand name basis nationally (four, in 
the case of frozen concentrate) are “holding an 
umbrella” over the other some 60 brands of con 
centrate which can be sold at a lower retail price be 
cause of no advertising cost. These latter have been 
very aptly termed the “hitch-hikers” of the indus 
try. 

The “hitch-hikers” without any advertising or 
sales promotion costs can sell concentrate at 14 to 
16 cents a can at retail, but that means only cost of 
growing fruit—with no profit to the grower, A 
quality, brand-advertised product can command a 
price of 20 cents a can retail—a profit above cost of 
production, and helps to build a long range profitable 
industry. 


A Solution: 

Two things seem definitely indicated: 

1. More brand advertising, not just commodity 
advertising; and 

2. Some plan whereby the grower shares in the 
risks of the business as welll as in the profits. It 
has been said and proved many times that the grow- 
er and processor are partners and it is just not fair or 
logical for one partner to expect nothing but profit 
and let the other shoulder all the risk. Such a plan 
will provide what everybody in—and out of—the 
industry wants: stability.

What is the cause? 


The cause of the present “Homemade Depression 
in the Florida citrus industry is the lack of stabiliza 
tion and the growers’ absolute refusal to organize 
for their common welfare. 

The industry cannot be stabilized by the packers, 
processors, or even by law. 
are the only ones who can stabilize it. 


The growers themselves 
When the 
price is stabilized on any industry's basic commodity 
and release of that commodity is controlled by sup 
ply and demand, that industry will prosper. It 
makes little difference WwW hether you deal in peanuts, 
citrus or diamonds. 


A Solution: 


Our association 1S now working ona pi inned pro 
gram whereby the grower will be guaranteed a min 
imum on-the-tree price for his fruit with insur 
ance against damage or loss by frost or hurricane 
The grower will, under contract, be assured prior 
to each marketing season, his cost of production plus 
a livable profit, regardless of his method of sale 
Provision will be made for grower-processor and 
grower-packer participation. 

It is sincerely hoped that the growers of Florida 
will unite for their common welfare before they let 
the industry go too far for revival. I know they 
can. I believe they will. 


Too Much Fruit

What is the cause? 

Before the war, the fresh fruit phase of the citrus 
industry was the prime market support. With our 
expanding production during the war, we were for 
tunate in having single strength to give support and 
develop a lot of consumer preference and increase 
the per capita consumption, which has about kept 
up with production. 

After the war our production exceeded our de 
mand with the result that in 1948 oranges, pat 
ticularly Valencias, fell to below cost of production 

Then came along frozen concentrate to take up 
the slack and carried it up until June of last year 
We found that we had an over-production ot 5, 
600,000 boxes of oranges and grapefruit exceeding 
the original government estimate. 

We again found ourselves in the position of pro 
ducing more fruit than we had developed a market 
for. The ray of hope in the whole deal is the fact 
that use of frozen concentrate is still on the increase 
and it is believed the demand will be greater than 
all that can be packed this year. 

It is only by ever increasing the demand for citrus 
that we can keep up with the production that is in 
sight for the next ten years, Most of our trouble 
right now can be attributed to the fact that we have 
a completely demoralized canned single-strength 
market. It is selling below the cost of production 
and when that important leg of the industry got in 
to trouble it pulled the entire structure down on us 
Our hope is that we can either increase frozen con 
centrate, which we think will take up the slack, or 
again pick up support of single strength 


A Solution: 

We think that if the state had a real merchandis 
ing program so that the buyers in the north would 
be devoting more of their time in merchandising 
rather than trying to buy the cheapest label offered 
them, that we would straighten our affairs out in 
quick order. The state will have to go on a much 
more aggressive merchandising program than we 
have had in the past.

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Sweet Corn Production In The Everglades 


HIS MONTH sweet corn will begin to 
move to the markets in volume from 
the rich Everglades area surrounding 
Lake Okeechobee. Acreage planted to this 
crop has mushroomed from a few acres in the 


“new” 
spring 
of 1947 to approximately 13,000 acres in the spring 
of 1951. 

Plantings have been heavy this season and, bat 
ring freezes or heavy rains, the acreage harvested in 
the Glades will be even larger this year. 

The rapid increase in acreage and establishment 
of sweet corn as a major crop in the Everglades ap- 
pears to be the result of several factors working to- 
gether during 1947 and 1948. There were: use of 
new sweet corn hybrids, introduction of DDT, low 
earworm infestation on early plantings, unusually 
warm winters, and a period of economic prosperity 
which provided profitable markets. 

Without the new hybrids and DDT together with 
the favorable weather and market conditions during 
these two years, sweet corn might not have become 
an important crop in the region. 

Roasting ear corn was first grown in trials at the 
Everglads Experiment Station in the spring of 1931, 
The late Dr. Daane, associate agronomist, in coop- 
eration with Dr. F. H. Hull of the main station at 
Gainesville planted 10 varieties at different dates 
that spring. They found that late February, March, 
an dearly April plantings were best from the stand- 
point of ear production. Florida 191, Long Island 
Beauty, Truckers Favorite, and snowflake were the 
best varieties. 

The trial was repeated in the spring of 1933. 
There were no further roasting ear of sweet corn 
trials until the spring of 1941. Since 1941, with 
the exception of one year, variety and hybrid sweet 
corn trials have been conducted each year at the 
Everglades Experiment Station. 

Insect Problems 

Insect damage appears to have been the major 
problem in the early trials. As late as 1944 a state

Diseases 

Accompanying the advances in insect control and 
the rapid increase in acreage planted to sweet corn, 
has come increase in importance of other problems.

Breeding Program 

Fherefore, to provide a more sure and economical 
long range solution to the disease problem, an in- 
tensive breeding program was initiated at the Ever- 
glades Statio nin 1951 to develop hybrids having re- 
sistance to this disease, 

This project is headed by Mr. Stevenson of the 
Everglades station, a plant pathologist with experi- 
ence in the corn breeding field. Cooperating with 
Mr. Stevenson are Mr. Wolf and Mr. Thames, horti- 
culturist and entomologist respectively. 

In the spring of 1951, over 500 varieties, hybrids, 
ind inbreds of both sweet and field corn from the 
United States, Central and South America were 
checked for resistance to the leaf blighting disease. 
Differences in susceptibility were apparent. 

Fifty-two inbred lines showed some resistance and 
three appeared to be highly resistant to the leaf 
Results of this 
test were particularly encouraging since it appears 
that resistance to the organism does exist in sweet 
corn, and, while the project may take several years 
to complete, it should be possible to incorporate the 
resistance into hybrids which are adapted to the area.

cattlemen will 
produc e a record surplus of cattle feed 
for their herds which have doubled in 
size since 1942. 

The feed surplus—expected to result 
from more improvements of pastures 
and fertilizers and the use of such 
abundantly producing grasses as Pan- 
gola—will be welcomed, for the Unit- 
ed States is expected to be caught 
short-handed on its feeds for meat an- 
imals this year. 


But with the surplus expected «in 
Florida, there is the problem of stor 
age of the excess pasturage for use in 
winter feeding. Cattlemen can solve 
this problem by Pate hay or by pro 
ducing silage. 


According to Dr. R. B. Becker, dairy 
husbandman of the University of Flor- 
ida Agricultural Experiment Station, 
silage has the advantage over hay from 
the standpoint of cattle nutrition. 

For instance, the natural loss from 
curing hay runs from 15 to more than 
30 percent of the nutrients in fresh 
grass. This loss is caused by reverse 
enzyme action as the plant wilts, a 
hreakdou n of food com pounds by sun 
light and a leaching—a washing out of 
soluble nutrients—by rain, dew or fog 
The losses in silage, on the other hand, 
can be held under 16 percent. 


Silage Losses 

Silage loss, Dr. Becker pointed out, 
is caused by reverse enzyme action, 
and, if air is not kept out, from mold. 
“Obviously,” he said, “silage is a more 
efhcient manner of storing feed.” 

Preparing the feed as silage rather 
than hay requires the additional task 
of constructing a silo if one already is 
not on the farmstead. The cheapest 
silo is the trench type which can be 
dug with a dragline or any other meth 
od of removing the dirt for such un 
derground storage. This silo can be 
built with little more than the labor 
expended. 

SIZE OF SILO: First of all, one 
has to determine the size of the trench. 
his is governed by the crop acreage 
and the size of the herd to be fed. Dr. 
Becker suggests this rule of thumb: 
An 800-pound cow will eat from 40 
to 45 pounds of silage a day when this 
is the only roughage being fed. There 
will be variations among herds, but an

VELVET BEANS 


A Washington County farmer has 
proven again that velvet beans can be 
grown successfully in the region for 
livestock feed, according to County 
Agent H. O. Harrison. Although few 
farmers there grow the beans any 
longer, Sanford Spivey last spring in- 
terplanted 23 acres of corn and velvet 
beans. He fertilized with 300 pounds 
of 4-10-7 per acre and reports a good 
crop of corn and beans, 

Spivey planted the 90-day variety 
of beans, which the agent says is the 
best for the section because they are 
not too hard for livestock to eat. His 
crop of 10 tons of velvet beans, worth 
at least $30 per ton, was a great sav- 
ing for livestock feed during the 
winter months. 

Essentials of producing a good vel- 
vet bean crop in this section are proper 
seed, correct spacing and fertilization.

B Wrcasiacens Refrigeration of ma- 
ture green tomatoes during transit 
is difhcult mainly because the range of 
temperatures is rather narrow. A tem 
perature of 70°F. or slightly higher 
accelerates ripening and development 
of bacterial soft rot; and at 88° or 
abov e. red color fails to develop, and 
there is likely to be excessive dec ay. 

Tomatoes held at temperatures near 
40° for more than a week or ten days 
may not ripen satisfactorily and tend 
to decay rapidly after unloading. 

If ripening during transit is desired, 
the best temperatures for the transpor 
tation of mature green tomatoes are 
within the range 55° to 65 F., pre- 
ferably closer to 65 


Shippers who want the tomatoes to 


arrive at destination as green as when 


packed should strive for a temperature 
not lower than 50°F.; but tomatoes 
can tolerate somewhat lower tempera- 
tures tor a few days. Amount of re- 
frigeration needed for tomatoes varies 
with the season, but there are times 
when every refrigeration service is be- 
ing used 

For shipments originating in Florida, 
Rule 237 in conjunction with standard 
ventilation, serves well enough during 
the cooler months. In April, Rule 240 
with ventilation during the latter part 
of the transit period is most commonly 
used In Mav, Rule 251 is used some- 
what more commonly than Rule 240 


followed by ventilation 
Icing Suggestions 


More than one re-icing in transit 
is rarely necessary for shipments from 
the southeastern states if the destina- 
tion is east of the Mississippi River. 
Stage icing is probably better than full 
bunker icing. 

When to re-ice, how much ice to

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use and where to convert to ventila 
tion must necessarily vary with 
weather conditions en route. It seems 
safe to assume that most shippers ert 
in the direction of too much refrigera- 
tion rather than too little; and in all 
probability some chilling injury occurs 
in every carload of tomatoes shipped 
under standard refrigeration or Rule 
251 to a distant market or held in an 
iced car for several days at less distant 
markets. 

If fan cars are available, by all means 
use them and throw the lever to the 
on” position, 

POTATOES. New potatoes from 
the Southeast need little refrigeration 


in transit. For best results, the com 
modity temperature should not be held 
above 70° F., because of the risk of de 
cav; or below 50°, because lower tem 
peratures prevent the development of 
new skin at the point where injuries 
have occurred, 

It has been shown that 60° to 65 
is a safe and satisfactory temperature 
range at which to aim. 

During the winter, potatoes shipped 
from Florida need little if any refrig 
eration, standard ventilation being ade 
quate. 

In April, Rule 237 or stage icing, 
Rule 240, suffices. In May, when the 
weather is getting hot, full bunker 
icing, Rule 240, has given good results. 
Most cars are iced atter loading and 
converted to standard ventilation en 
route, not later than the morning of 
the second day after loading or before 
the evening of the day after loading 
This program has worked well with 
Florida shipments. In South Carolina, 
Rule 240 is applicable provided only 
full bunker icing is used at that lat 
date. If fan cars are available, they 
should be used with the lever in thé 
on” position, This tends to keep the 
potatoes in the bottom of the load from 
getting too cold. In non-fan cars, the 
potatoes in the bottom of the load are 
certain to get undesirably cold, but 
probably the duration of. the cold will 
not be long enough for serious damage 


to result, 
Citrus Cooling 


CITRUS. A mean temperature of 
50°F. or slightly below suffices for cit 
rus except when green mold is a prob 
lem. Then temperatures below 40 
are preferable. 

During the first month or so of the 
Florida shippng season, Rule 251 
suffices. Later when the weather is 
cold, Rule 240 followed by conversion 
to standard ventilation on the evening 
of the day after loading, in order to 
take advantage of the cool night air, or 
the second day after loading has proved 
satustactory. 

During the cooler months ventila 
tion in either refrigerator cars or venti 
lated box cars may cool the load even 
faster than ice does when Rule 251 is 
used in non-fan cars.

which shows what we think of it. It 
gives no trouble cranking or any main- 
tenance cost such as we had with the 
diesel.” 

Leaving the citrus belt of Florida 
and going north, a different kind of 
irrigation 1s being used extensively in 
the shade grown tobacco areas near the 
Georgia line. 

This is sprinkler irrigation, using 
one or more powerful sprinkler heads 
for placing water over a large area be- 
fore the equipment is moved to a new 
location. 

“Some flood irrigation is used but 
the trend in this area is to sprinkler 
irrigation and to larger sprinklers,” 
said H. L. “Rainmaker” Duke of Ha- 
vana. 

“Rainmaker” is one of the more ac- 
tive irrigation engineers in the area, 
designing and installing watering sys- 
tems for a private company. Mr. Duke 
went On to say that, “if electricity is 
available and the farmer’s source of 
water is at one location, he usually puts 
The Talquin 


Electric Cooperative, with headquar-

L. N. Drury, electrification adviser

Larger transformers, 
voltage regulators, and heavier copper 
wires have been installed to give farm- 
ers better electric service.” 

Usually Economical 

Drury and “Rainmaker” Duke joint 
ly compiled cost figures and operation 
data to arrive at proper recommenda- 
tions for farmers who are considering 
in irrigation installation. These re- 
sults show in nearly every case where 
a system is used over 200 hours a year, 
electric power will be cheaper. For a 
system used less than 100 hours a year, 
either liquid cooled gasoline engines or 
diesel engines would probably be more 
economical, depending on the size 
needed. 

Thomas Smith, Quincy, has a diesel 
power unit, a gasoline unit, and two 
electric units of 5 hp and 50 hp. When 
asked abour his preference, he said, 
“electric power is much more satisfac- 
tory. It takes a lot more time and 
labor checking on a gas or diesel en- 
gine three or four times a day.” Smith 
irrigates beans, tobacco, cauliflower, 
corn, and pasture with his sprinkler 
system. Two of his pumps can be 
used to put water from a branch into 
his farm pond, and the large electric 


pump irrigates the crops from the 


tarm pond. 

Adrian C. Fletcher, successful farm 
er and business man of Greensboro, has 
been using a 20 hp electric pump to 
irrigate 25 acres of shade grown to- 
bacco. He formerly used gasoline 
power and finds the electric installa 
tion much more convenient, less trou 
ble and worry, and best of all, cheap- 
er than gasoline.

“Where 100 pounds of potash were 
applied in a mixed fertilizer to a row 
crop on slightly acid Norfolk loamy 
fine sand with a pH of 6.0, the crop 
used 71 pounds and the soil retained 28 
pounds, with less than one pound lost 
during a period of 113 days. 

“When this soil was left fallow and 
treated with 200 pounds of potash in

a mixed fertilizer, the soil retained 190 
pounds or approximately seven times 
the soil retention required to practical 
ly eliminate current loss of potash when 
the crop was present. 

“The water passing through the 
four-foot depth of soil used in the tests 
removed all readily soluble salts, indi- 
cating what would have happened to 
the potash if the retention ability of 
the soil had been impaired. 

“In this connection, it was demon- 
strated for this soil that the average 
loss of applied ammonia and potash was 
about twice as great at pH 4.8 as it was 
at pH 6.2. About 3,000 pounds of 
lime would make this increase in pH. 
Many of our virgin soils have a pH of 
4.3.”

Don’t use 
minutes or egg white type frostings; 
they become frothy and spongy in stor- 
age. Candy frostings tend to crack 
and crumble after 3 to 4 weeks of stor- 
age, so it is inadvisable to keep any 
frosted cake in the food freezer longer 
than a month.

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----- And Directions for Bow-Making 


C= UP-DONE HAIR ARRANGEMENTS may be held in place becomingly by 
ribbons tied in deft bows, or by combs ornamented with ribbons. Ribbons, 
strictly feminine in appeal, can be overdone, however—keep them simple, and 
they'll be far more effective. 


Here are directions for looping a few attractive ones: 


1. To make a straight row of loops along the top of a small hair-catching 
comb, loop 1'% inch ribbon into single loops, and fix these to the top of the comb 
by winding a length of thread around them. The thread holding the loops in 
place and the method of looping the ribbon, are illustrated in the picture at left 
below; the finished ornament at right. 


2. To make a flat bow across the top of your comb, use ribbon 1'% inches 


wide, and make six loops as shown in the diagram at left below. Flatten the 
three loops on either side of the center, leaving the top bow soft and puffy. To 
make a puff bow (as shown in the illustration at right below), use 3 inch taffeta 
or satin ribbon, and make six short loops; puff out each loop with fingers 


3. Loop bow (dainty and quick to make). One of the most feminine of all 
bows is the loop bow; a small one requires 15 inches of ribbon for two loops, 
and a large one 24 inches of taffeta or velvet ribbon either 3 or 4 inches wide. 
To make them, follow the steps illustrated in the diagram below. Lay ribbon 
on flat surface in two folds with right side up as shown. Cover with open hand

and gather folds between first and second fingers. Tie at center. 


4. For an even more sophisticated effect, attach two small bows, made by the 
directions given in item 3 above, together at top center of a comb. The single 
loop is girlish and charming—the two smaller loops on one comb are very nice 
in a different manner. And remember that all of these bows may be scented if 
you choose to add fragrance to their beauty—although perfume, like decoration 
with ribbons should not be overdone.

New AIll Metal Silo 
At Ruskin 


A NEW ALL-METAL vacuum sealed 
silo has recently been completed in 
the Ruskin vicinity for the purpose of 
utaliznig sweet corn trimmings. An 
other similar silo is in the making and 
will be built in the not too distant fu 
ture. The project is in the experiment 
al stage with 85 beef animals serving as 
guinea pigs. 

Sam Hindman, Jack Richardson and 
Mrs. Pauline McHargue, vegetable 
farmers, are spending considerable time 
and money in an effort to utalize sweet 
corn, sweet corn trimmings and some 
grasses for winter feed by the use of a 
relatively new type silo. According to 
Hindman there are about twenty of 
the vacuum sealed silos in Florida but 
this is the first one in the Hillsborough 
County vicinity 

The 47-foot-tall all metal silo is 17 
feet in diameter and holds about 250 
tons of silage, enough to feed 50 cows 
six months or 100 animals three 
months The vacuum seal eliminates 
spoilage on top and the silage is packed 
tighter than baled hay The ensilage 
is ready for feeding 48 hours after put 
ting in the silo. 


rhe silo need not be completely filled 
it one time. Silage may be added as it 
becomes av ailable and at the same time 
feeding is done from the bottom of the 
reservoir. Silage to be fed is pulled 
out from the bottom of the silo by the 
means of a motor-driven chain with 
blades. The top is always sealed ait 
tight when not being filled. The juices 
from the corn or grass silage comes out 
the bottom through an air trap there 
by keeping the ensilage free of outside 
au 

Chiet purpose of the new silo at 
Ruskin is to utilize the trimmings from 
the huge acreage of sweet corn in that 
vicinity However if prices for corn 
ire low, the entire stalk including the 
edible ear will be chopped ind stored 
in the silo for winter feed 

With good prices prevailing, the first 
picking of corn will go to market and 
the remainder into the silo 

Hindman further said the metal 
vacuum type silo is ideal for Florida 
because it eliminates air spoilage which 


is very common in the South.

In general, yields from all hybrids 
are smaller and quality lower from fall 
plantings than from plantings made 
from January through March. This 
fact, plus the importance of Helmin 
thosporium maydis in the fall plant 
ings, indicates that if a fall crop of 
sweet corn 1s to be grown in the Ever 
glades area, better adapted, resistant

In addition to the ib VE problems 
as with any new enterprise, there are a 
number of others which remain to be 
solved.

Research to determine the best va 
rieties and the mast satisfactory meth 
ods of cultivation, fertilization, and 
harvesting is being conducted at the 
I verglades I xperiment Station through 
a Cooperative arrangement between the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture and 
the University of Florida 

In regard to the fertilization of 
ramie, Dr. R. V. Allison, Vice Di 
rector, states: “On muck soils the 
fertilizer is applied in the furrow at 
the same time of planting at the rate 
of 300 to 400 pounds of a mixture 
which emphasizes potash, say an 0-8 
16 to which requisite trace elements 
(copper, manganese, zinc, and boron) 
are added in comparatively small 
amounts according to such earlier 
cropping, if any, as a particular area 
may have had 

“Some of the mucky sands or sandy 
mucks will probably be found to re 
quire about the same proportions of
